In this para^aph the happen Inc s during the last years will he explained. 

In July 1941 X was sent hy the Academy of Sciences to Slista, Kalnuk Re- 
public , heoause it was evident leningrad soon would he hesleged. 

From August 1941 till July 1, 1942 I lactxnied there on Sussian and Ealmuk 
at the diet a Institute and worked as the editor of the newspaper *Iieninski 
Paty* (Lenlnlet Way). There I pahlished severe! antl«-lTati panphlete* I was 
anxioue to leave Xllsta as that town was not safe and could he seised hy the 
Germans. Besides, I was anxious to Join the Acad e ay of Sciences partly evacua- 
ted to Tashkent. I left Xlista in the first days of July 1942 and travelled 
throuidi the Caucasus to the Caspian Sea in ordar to cross the latter hy steamer. 
As the disorder on the railways was tremendous I was coii^Ued to stop at the 
town of Kikoyan Shakhar. In the end of August 1942 all those local! tites were 
taken hy the Oemans. At first I had troubles with the Germans who suspected 
me of being a Jew hut I had my haptiemal certificate: and as I an of mised Ger- 
man and Xsthonian descent I was registered as a "foreign German” and let alone. 

I did not work in any German office, etc. As I was asked hy the Sussian bur go- 
master to lecture on ethnological suhjecte foi the population I held several 
lectures on the history of the Caucasus, on the Oancasier tribes, and especially 
on the Sarachais (a Turkic tribe). Xatjr a tribe called”the I'tountaln Jews” 
were molested hy the Oeitians. I explained to the latter that they were of 
Iranian (”Arian”) origin hut not a 8e;>itic tribe. This preserved them from 
troubles. 

In December 1942 I was deported to Germany end left the Bussian soil 
(Ukraina) in April 1943. I arrived in Berlin in Key 1943 and from June 1943 
till August 1943 worked at the "Wannsee Institute” (a research centre on Bos- 
sia). From August 1943 1 worked at the Ost-Asien Institute and lectured at 
the Berlin University. In April 1943 Germany collapsed and since that time I 
have not worked at all.
